Negro Little Rock Students 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. if, — Nine 
Negro students were greeted with 
shouts and hoots today at Central 
High School but they entered the 
school without any disorder. It 
was the eighth day of troop-en­ 
forced integration. 
Federalized Arkansas National 
Guardsmen were back on duty at 
the big high school for the second 
day in a row. They relieved reg­ 
ulars of the 101st Airborne Divi­ 
sion yesterday. 
For several days the six Negro 
girls and three boys have used

tween 75 to 150 white students, 
As the Negroes left a National 
Guard station wagon this morn­
